Therewas prefented tothe 
houfe, andead,; a petition of the 
fundry perfons, whofe wames were there- 
unt> fubicribed, exercifing the bufinefs 
of ‘a vistualler, within the. city and li- 
berty of Weftmintter, and» parts adja- 
cent; and alfoa petition of the feveral 
perfons, whole names? were {uwhfcribed, 
exercifing the bufiwefs (of a victualler, 
withinethe city of London, taking no 
ice of the acts ed 2760; ¥761, for 
aying additional duties’ on male and 
beer; and reprefenting t6 the houfe, the 
hardihips which, they alledged,; ‘they la- 
boured under, in confequence thereof, 
by the brewers having’ raifed the price 
to the petitioners, and ‘by: the impracti- 
cability’ of the petitioners: raifing it to 
the confumers, from the menaces of the 
populace, and threats of profesitions at 
aw; and alledging that, trom thofe and 
other hardfhips, many‘of the loners 
hadthen already been obliged to leave off 
their bufinefs, andethers, unlefs reliev- 
ed, muf unavoiddbly do the fame, to 
the ruin of themfelves and families, and 
to the detriment of. the revenue ; 
and therefore praying the houfe, to rake 
the premiffes into confideration, and to 
grant the peritioners fuch relief, as to 
the houfe thall feem meet. . 

Thefe petitions were then only order- 
ed to lie upon the table; and ‘on the 
18th there was prefented to the houfe and 
tead, a petition of the Several victuallers, 

names were thereunto fabfcribed, 
refiding within the county of Middlefex, 


was of the fame tenor with the two for- 
mer; and it being now confidered as a 
matter of great confequence to the re- 
venue, as well as the petitioners, there- 
it was ordered, that: this petition 
be referred. to a committee of the 
whole houfe, and vefelved that the houle 
would, on the 25th of January then 
next, refolve itfelf into a committee of 
‘whole houfe, to confider of the faid 
petition; pretently after which there 
was prefented to the houfe, and read, 
® petition of much the fame nature, from 
Jan. 1763.

an Nov. 3. 1761, being the firft Sef- 
' all the aoe i 


the fubferibing victuallers of Southwark, 
Deptford, Greenwich, and parts adja- 
cent; this petition, as alfo the faid two 
fir petitions were referred to the faid 
committee ; and, onthe 22d of January, 
there was prefented torthe houfe and 
read, a petition to the fame effect, from 
the fubfcribing victuallers and alehoufe 
keepers of the city and county of Nor- 
wich, which was dikewife referred to 
the fame committee; and a great num- 
ber of perfons were ordered to.artend the 
fame on the Monday following, being 
the 2sth; on which day feveral more 
perfons were ordered to attend, and the 
order was put off till the Wednefday fol- 
lowing. 

On the intervening Tuefday there was 
prefented to the houfe, and read, a petition 
of the common brewers within the city 
and county of Norwich, whofe names 
were thereunto fubfcribed, fetting forth, 
that from the additional duty. of 38. on 
every barrel of beer in 1761, the petiti- 
oners were compelled to advance the 
price thereof to the victuallers and ale- 
houfe keepers, who, from the violent 
oppofition of the populace, accompanied 
with threats and menaces, had not been 
able to retail the fame to the confumer 
at a proportionable advancement; and 
reprefenting te the houfe, that in con- 
fequence thereof, the brewery in the faid 
city and county was greatly decreafed, 
and the viétuallers and ale-houfe keepers 
greatly diftreffed ; and therefore pray 


ing the houfe, to take the premiffes 
and city of Weftminfter 3 which petition ~ 


to confideration, and to grant fuch 
relief, as to the houfe fhould feem 
meet. 

This petition was likewife referred to 
the fame committee ; and, next day, the 
houfe refolved itfelf into the fame, when, 
after Mr. Speaker had refumed the chair, 
Mr. alderman Dickinfon reported, that 
they had come to feveral refolutions, which 
they directed him to report when the 
houfe would pleafe to receive the fame ; 
whereupon it was ordered, that the re- 

ort fhould be received the next morn- 
ing; which it accordingly was, and the

The firft of thefe refolutions being 
read a fecond time was agreed to by 
the houfe ; and the fecond refolution be- 
ing read a fecond time, was amended by 
leaving out the word, ale, where printed 
in ftalecks, and then agreed to by the 
houfe. : 

Upon thefe two refolutions a bill was 
ordered to be pre and brought in by 
Mr. alderman Dickinfon, Mr. Cooke,

Ir. alderman Harley, and Mr. Secreta- 
row War; and then after reading the 
claufe in the a& made in the firft year of 
the reign of his prefent majefty, inttled, 
An aft for granting to bis majefly, an ad- 
ditional duty upon frong beer and ale, 
&c. whereby certain provifions formerly 
enattal, with refpett to the exportation 
of {pirituous liquors, were extended to 
the exportation of ftrong beer andale, 
it was ordered te be an inftruftion to the 
faid gentlemen, that they do make pro- 
vifion in the faid bill, for repealing the 


lately have perufed the abovementioned 
acts of 1760 and 1761, I thall obferve, 
that hy the a& of £760 an additional 
tax of gd. per bufhel upon all malt made 
in England, and 1 !d. upon all male 
made in Scotland, was‘innpofed, and as 
it was made a fund for borrowing mo- 
ney, it was made perpetual : That is 
to fay, the tam muft contmue to be 
paid, until repealed by @ newradt of 
parliament, and~he muft be a patriot 
king, indeed, that will give the royal 
affent to an act of this kind. Although 
our brewers were, by this new malt tax, 





keepers, refelved to raife the 
trong beer to the coufumers, from 3d 
to 3 4d. per quart. ;,and.if the: brewers 
bad jomed: with them, «by refwling to 
furnthh a freth fleck to thofe little ale- 
ane es ee ey mg 
at gd per quart, might .at ave

with their refolutions, without any new 
law; but asa halfpemay-advance, in the 
ce of a pot of heer, was. fenfibly 
t hy the peor; it railed fuch a gene- 
ral difcontent,: that the mafters of thofe 
houfes, where this advance was infifted 
on, were in danger of being infulted, 
and fome ef them, perhaps, murdered, 
by a riotous mob: and what was fill 
more to be feared, it was found that 
they might be profecuted upon an oid 
flatute, then : aled, to wit, 
that of : James, I. chap. 9, whereby it 
is enaéted, that no innkeeper, victualler, 
or alehoufe » thall fell lefs than a 
full ale quart of the beft ale or beer for 
oné penny, im pain of 20s. and: a proof 
by two witneffes upon oath, before one 
juftice -is declared. to be fufficient con- 
viétion. This ftatute has never yet been 
repealed, nor is there any claufe in any 
of our excife laws now in force, fo fat 
as I can find, for preventing profecu- 
tions upon this ftatute,- which is the more 
ifimg, as there wae fuch aclaule in 
the a&t 1 W. and M. (eff. 1 chap. 24: E 
it being therein exprefsly enadted, that 


no retailer of beer or ale fhall, during 
the continuance of this act, or of the du- 
ties hereby impofed, be impleaded for 

uttering 
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price, than the price ore ap- 
But ‘ad that aé&, and the doties there- 
by impofed, expired at the:end-of three 
years from 24th July, 7689, every fuch 
retailer of beer and sle now: remains 
liable to be’ profecuted upon the faid 
ftatute of James Tv! leds true he might 
plead his having a right;>from fome 
words in the sth°clawle of a&t 12 
Charles Il. chap: 234,°to take all the 
excifes that were by law paid upon the 
beer he fells, or malt of which it 
was made, as well as the appointed price 
of the beer, as allo the excifes upon 
malt or beer have been impofed ics 
that law of James I. wasmade.

For thefe reafonsva°new law became 
néceffary, not only! to protect the re- 
tailtrs' of - ftrong’ beer’from riots, but 
alfo to prevent’ profecutions’! - which 
was the ¢aufe, and*°it was a juft 
catife for the parliament's taking this 
affair, ‘as foon as poffible into their con- 
fideration, and for théir agreeing to 
the firt of the two refolutions ahove- 
mentioned’ As tothe 2d refolution, 

the reafon for itis, n the face of it, 
apparent; and befide’ the mftru€tion al- 
ready mentioned, a motion was made, 
and an inftru@tion ordered, on the r2th 
of February, ‘to the gentlemen appoint- 
° mie és and ‘bring in the faid bill, 
at 't make provifion in the faid 
“bill, for more effetually preventing the

Thefe inftructions being all complied 
with, the bill was, on the 18th, prefented 
to the houfe by Mr, alderman Dickinfén, 
when it was read a firft time. and or- 
dered to be read a fecond time; after 
which it paffed through both houfes ‘in 
common courfe, and received the royal 
affent on the agth of March, heing 
now intitled, An aét to prevent vexatious 

oceedings againft brewers, yictual- 
ers, and others, with refpceét to the 
prices of .beer and ale; for better fe- 
curing the revenue upon ftrong beer 
and by preventing fraudulent mix- 
ing thereof; to repeal fo much of an 
act made in the firft year of the reign 
of his prefent majefty, as extends cer- 
taia provifions relative to the exportation 
of {pirituous liquors, to the exportation 
of firong beer and ale; and for the 
move effeGtual preventing the relanding 
of beer, ale, cyder, and mum, thipped 
for exportation as merchandize. 

The preamble to the firft claufe of this 
a&t fets forth, that brewers, &c. had 
been threatened with, and may be fub- 
je& to,. vexatious profecutions, for ad- 
vancing, or having advanced, the price 
e, however juftly and 
reafonably ; therefore it is enacted, that 
no brewer, &c. thall at any time hereaf- 
ter, be fued, impleaded, or molefted, for 
advancing, or having advanced, the 
price of ftrong beer or ale in a reafonable 
degree. From thefe laft words we muy 
fee that our parliaments now underftand 
the nature of ‘trade much better than 
they did in the reign of James the firf ; 
for it is impofhble to fix the price of any 
commodity by,a ftanding law; becaufe 
thé price muft always vary according to 
the proportion between the quantity that 
muft be bought, and the quantity that 
muft be fold, and according to the pro- 

rtion between the plenty of that com- 
modity and the plenty of current money 
in a country, or any part of a country ; 
therefore our parliament now took care 
ot to fet any certain price upon the fale 


-of ftrong beer or ale, but left at to be re- 
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Bulated by the bnyers and fellers them- 
felves according to what fhould upon any 
difpute be deemed reafonable; for of 
ftrong beer and ale there is fuch a — 
of forts, no fuch lation with refpe 
to thefe liquors could be made as we now 
have with re to bread. 

By the fecond claule of this aét the 
fraudulent mixing of ftrong beer, ale, 
or worts, after the gauge has been taken 
by the excife officer, with any fmall beer 
or {mall worts, or with water, is made 
liable to a forfeiture of sol. for every 
fuch offence. This penal claufe was 
now become abfolutely neceffary, not on- 
ly becaufe this laft excife was heavier than 
any that had at once been béfore impofed 
but alfo becaufe here was not at the fame 
time any additional excife laid upon fmall 
beer, as had been done in every one of 
our former-excifes upon beer. The ex- 
cifes now payable upon a bareel of ftron 
beer or ale, were very near, if not fully, 
equal to the ufual price of the malt made 
ule of in brewing it, therefore ic was juft- 
ly to be apprehended that fome brewers 
would brew their beer ftronger than ufual 
on purpoie to mix it with fmall beer or 
water, after the gauge had been taken 
by the exeife officer: I fay this was juft- 
ly to be apprehended, if fuch a thing 
can be done without fpoiling the whole 
barre] or perhaps the whole guile of beer, 
and that it may, I muft prefume, as our 

rliament has taken care to guard againt 
it, by fuch a penalty; but how this 
offence is to be proved, or the penalty 
recovered, may be ;queftioned, unlefs 
more than one of the brewers fervants 
become informers; for.it would be of 
dangerous confequence to convict a man 
upon the oath of one fingle witnefs ; and 
the brewer or retailer may perhaps be 
able to do this with the help of his wife 
er one fervant only. In fhort, all taxes 
upon confumption muft be. produdtive 
of many frauds, muft be of dangerous 
confequence to the honeft part of man- 
kind, and muft tend to corrupt and de- 
bauch the morals of the pee in every 
country where they are ehab ihhed. Sure- 
ly, in an extenfive rich, and populous 
kingdom other methods aight be contriv- 
ed for raifing a fufficient public revenue. 

The preamble to the third claufe of 
this bill, -after reciting the claufe for fub- 
jeGting the exportation of flrong beer 

and alfo the regulations formerly efta- 
blithed for the ex tion of fpirituous 


liquors, {ets forth its being found by ex- 
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perience, that the like rules, regulations, 


and direétions, eftablifhed for enforcing 
the due exportation of (pirits, are net 
neceflary to enforce the due exportation 
of ftrong beer or ale, but are found to 
be inconvenient ; therefore it is enacted, 
that from and after the pafling of this 
aét, the faid recited clauie, and every 
article, matter, andthing therein, thal! 
be repeated. 

And the preamble to the qth claufe fets 
forth that the provifion eftablithed by 
act 1 W. and M, chap. a2d. for preven- 
ting the relanding beer, ale, cyder, or 
mum, thipped im any veflel for exporta- 


tion, as merchandize, extend only tothe | 


relanding fuch liquors within England, 
Wales, and Berwick upon Tweed; and 
that at is neceilary the faine thould be 
amended and enforced, and extended to 
all parts of Great Britain, it is therefore 
enaéted, that from and after the 24th of 
June 1762, if. any merchant or matter 
of any veffel, or other perfon, hall caufe 
or fuffer any of the faid liquors: fhipped 
for exportation, as-meschandize, to be 
unthipped, unladen, or laid on land, or 
put into anyother flip or veffel within 
the kingdom of Great Britain, they shall 
forfeit the fame, together with the cats 
and package, and alfo the fum of sol. 
for every catk, fo unduly unthipped 
&c ; and the faid liquors.fhall and may 
be feized by.any.officer of the cuftoms or 


excife. . Now as ~by the faid act of the | 


1. W. and M..aduty of 1s. per tun is 
impofed. upon thefe liquors exported, I 
muft here take notice, that this duty was 
taken off, and the exportation of moft 
forts of goods and merchandize of the 
produ& or manufadture of Great Britain 
declared to be free from any fubfidy or 
other duty, by the aét 8 Geo. 1. chap. 
ssth, which is one of the moft beneficial 
sas we have im our ftatute book, and 
fhews how late it was before we began 
to underftand the true nature of trade: 
If we had as clofely attended to it in 
other matters, we fhould not have loaded 
our induftrious ‘pyor with fo many taxes 
upon the neceflaries of life; nor fhould 
we now have been in danger of being 
underfold at foreign markets, with re- 
gard to any fort of manufaéture that can 

conveniently carried on in this cli- 
mate. 

The next claufe in this 2& only directs 
how the penalties thereby impofed are to 
be fued for, and that one moiety thereof 
fhall go to his majefty &c, and the other 

ie 
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to the informer or profecutor: and the 

laft.claufe is the ufual one for preventing 

vexatious fuits, for any thing done in 
rfuance of,the act. 

Thus it appears that this aét, and 
every claule in it, was abfolutely necef- 
fary, and yet its being paffed into a law 
occafioned a more general, and a more 
violent difcontent among the people, 
than the pafling of the act of the preced- 
| ing feflion by which the tax of, 3s.: per. 
barrel of ftrong beer was impofed, from 
whence we may obferve thatthe maxim, 
vox populi eft vox Dei, holds true, only 
with re{pe& to thofe meafures that aregood 
or bad in their immediate.canfequences, 
but not to thofe that are good or bad in 
their remote confequences. The remote 
confequences of things is what. none.of 
the vulgar, either high or low, ever con- 
fider, or think of till. they begin to feel 
them; and asa meafyre which muft pro- 
duce the moft beneficial remote confe- 
quences, may be attended with fome im- 
mediate-inconveniences, or .contrariwife, 
therefore,it often happens that a wife 
meafure may be unpopular, or a foolith 
one popular. In the prefent cafe, as the 
ftock of ftrong beer on -hand was not 
fubjected to, the new tax, till that ftock 
was exhaufted, the tax did net produce. 
any immediate bad confequence, and the 
thoughtlefs vulgar. did not forefee, that 
with refpeét to all the ftrong beer, that 
was to be brewed after the 24th of Ja- 
nuary.1762, the brewers would be necef- 
farily obliged either to raife the price, 
or to lower .the ftrength of their beer, 
which blinduefs prevented. the people's 
taking much notice of either of the acts 
by which the new duty on malt, and the 
new excife on beer and ale were impo- 
feds but before the aét now under confi- 
deration was brought in, the people had 
began to. feel thefe remote confequences : 
The brewers had chofen, and confequent- 
ly the retailers were obliged to raife the 
price of their beer, rather than to lower 
the ftrength of it; and as this act was 
to enforce the payment of the advanced 
price, though. the pafling of the act was 
ablolutely neceffary, yet it raifed .a.ge- 
neral murmur... I fay it was abfolutely 
neceflary to pals it, becaufe the brewers 
could not ihiely make their beer much 
weaker, for their having done fo, would 
have raifed an equal difcontent among 

ople, and the whole of the popu- 
lar refentment would have fallen upon 
the brewers themfelves, which would

ple liable to them, than our excifes upen 
beer and ale: Can it be reafonable that 
a poor man fhall be obliged to pay near 
128. taxes upon every barrel of beer 
he drinks, and yet arich man who brews 
his own beer, may drink a barrel of beer 
equally good, if not better, without be- 
ing obliged to pay more than 4%. taxes, 
at moft, upon that quantity. 7 
Even with relpe& to the malt tax there 
is an-indulgence allowed to the rich, 
which the poor cannot partake.of ; for 
the excife officers are allowed to com- 
pound with any man who makes malt 
only for hie own ufe, at the rate of 
per head for every perfon in his family, 
in full of what he may be charged wi
